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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains embodiments directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

A. The species drawn to a reflector with curved portions having a plurality of 
shapes, in which an inclination angle of each said «h ape is majdmjzed ™ a C ih q 
portion of said curved pnrtinn 

B. The species drawn to a reflector with curved portions have a plurality of 
shapes, each shape having at least two radii of curvature who Se centers of 
curvature lie on non-collinear lines , each said line being orthogonal to a plane of 
the base material. 

Both species A&B above contain embodiments directed to the following patentably 
distinct sub-species of the claimed invention: 

(a) The sub-species drawn to a reflector with at least one of shape to be a 
section of an elli psoid intersecting the reflector surface at an angle other than 
orthogonal to an ellipsoid axis. 

(b) The sub-species drawn to a reflector with at least one of the shapes is a 
section of a parahaloid intersecting the reflector surface at an angle other than 
orthogonal to a parabaloid axis. 

(c) The sub-species drawn to a reflector made of reflective material for making a 
reflective-type LCD device. 
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(d) The sub-species drawn to a reflector macte of semjtjgnsp arent and semj 
reflective material for making transflective type LCD device. 



Species (c) above contains embodiments directed to the following patentably distinct 
sub-species of the claimed invention: 

(i) The sub-species drawn to a reflector mounting nn tho . nn ^.. irr for makjng 
reflective-type LCD device. 

(ii) The sub-species drawn to a reflector to h* fnr med as a nivpi ejectjodepn *hr 
LCD device for makin 9 reflective-type LCD device (claims 28 and 38 recite "the: 
reflector serving as a transparent electrode". This is unclear how a reflector can 
be served as a transparent electrode?) 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim.

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all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added afterthe election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicanttraverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or deady admit on the record that this is the 
ease. In either instance, if the examinerfinds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
